“Discovery of the Hudson River by Henry Hud- 
son, A. D. MDCIX,” “The American Numismatic 
Society,” and “Hudson-Fulton Celebration Com- 
mission,” divided by small representations of the 
Half Moon, the seal of the American Numismatic 
Society, the seal of the Hudson-Fulton Celebra- 
tion Commission, an astrolabe, a jack-staff and a 
sextant. On either side of the representation of 
Hudson’s little ship are the old Dutch words for 
Half Moon—Halve Maene. 

Upon the reverse, the Fulton idea is treated 
with a classical design, consisting of three seated, 
draped, female figures. The central figure holds 
in her lap a model of the Clermont, and _ repre- 
sents the genius of Steam Navigation. The figure 
at her right rests one hand on an anchor, repre- 
senting Commerce, while the figure at her left 
holds a pen and scroll, representing History. 
Upon a tablet in the central background between 
two columns is a portrait of Fulton, made after 
Benjamin West's painting, surrounded by a wreath. 
Under the portrait are the name and dates: 
“Robert Fulton, 1765-1815.” In the dexter back- 
ground is a view of New York from the Hudson 
River in 1807, and in the sinister background a 
recent view of the same. At the bottom of the 
design is the legend: “ First use of steam in navi- 
gation on the Hudson River, 1807.” 

The design is protected from infringement by 
the patent laws of the United States, under which 
the necessary application has been made.

There was. brought to the attention of the Council of The American 
Numismatic Society, at its last session, the present unfortunate situa- 
tion of our fellow member and former assistant Mr. Nelson P. Pehrson. 


In view of Mr. Pehrson's past services, his faithfulness while an 
employee, and his constant loyalty to the Society in past times, it was 
the unanimous sense of the meeting, and so resolved, that the members 
of the Councils, as individuals, should contribute towards the purchase 
of Mr. Pehrson's very interesting collection of coins for the Society's 
cabinet. 


Thé Pehrson collection was therefore brought to the Society's 
building for inspection and appraisal. Our curator Mr. Wood, together 
with Mr. Reilly, Mr. Rudolph Kohler and myself have since worked towards 
a@ Valuation of the collection, fair both to Mr. Pehrson and to the So- 
ciety. The average of our appraisals amount to five hundred and twenty= 
five (525) dollars for the four thousand six hundred and thirty six 
(4,636) coins, medals, and tokens comprising the collection. Of this 
number between two-thirds and three-fourths are not represented in the 
Society's collection, while of the remainder there are which can 
be used to improve the specimens already in our cabinet. ticularly 


noteworthy are the issues of the Scandinavian countries in which our 
collection is very weak. 


It is therefore of especial importance that we contribute towards 
this fund, not only to assist Mr. Pehrson in his present great misfor- 
tune, but also to enhance the Society's collection with a series of 
coins which has been brought together with unusual care and discrimina- 
tion. I need scarcely add that not only Mr. Pehrson himself, but the 


Society as a whole, will greatly appreciate your generous contribution.

The La Salle medal, about which Mr. Reiliy and I called on 
you about two weeks ago, has been the subject of moh thought on 
the part of ‘the members of our staff in the meantime. We have 
gone into the matter of medals on hand, and the gale of previous 
issues, and of the cost of a new medal. We have asked advice 
from several of our members. I am endeavoring to place before 
you the results we have obtained. If I am not clear as to any 
of the points, will you please raise further questions, 


The sale of medals already issued has during the past year 
brought but a very slight return, and the amount in our medal 
fund is not sufficiently large to attempt anything. For the 
Cleveland and Lincoln medals - medals with a. subject which should 
have given them a successful sale, it-would have been supposed ~ 
we still have a considerable number on hand. Of the Cleveland 
medals, 38 silver and 47 bronze were sold. Of the Lincoln 
plaquettes, 32 silver and 53 bronze were sold. 


We have also gone into the manner in which the medals have 
been issued heretofore, and think it can be improved upon. As an 
offset to this we feel that with present conditions we can hardly 
hope to inoregase the number of subscribers at the present time. 
This number is not large enough to warrant the success of a new 
medal financially. A suggestion has been made that we raise the 
price of the silver medals from ten to fifteen dollars each, and 
the bronze ones in proportion. It is unlikely that this would de- 
-erease the number of subscribers greatly, and the return would be 


more than with previous issues. 
Anotiier means for reducing the initial cost of the medal has

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been brought to our attention. If we decide to strike only the 
number of medals ordered prior to a certain date, we will reduce 
the gross cost of each of the previous issues by the amount ine 
volved in the striking and the bullion of the unsaleable copies 
now on hand. Furthermore, if we safeguard ourselves by providing 
thet additional copies will be struck only if the number of 
applicants reaches twenty, and indicate the. second striking by a 
suitable mark and charge an advance over the first price, we 
shall bring pressure tending toward an immediate decision for the 


first issue. 


Despite the rise in the price of silver and the eost of striking, 
we believe the La Salle medal can be produced at a lower cost than 
either the Cleveland or Lindoln plaques. 


I trust you will feel that we are eager to co-operate with you 
in issuing this La Saile medal, and of using our best endeavors to 
moke it a finaneind success, but because we mast face the withdrawal 
of the support of some of our meubers, and therefore a prohable 
deficit, we can not see our way to issuing this medal unless you are 
willing to advance the suit necessary te cover the expense of its 
publication. We should turn back to you the receipte from the sales 
we should make, ani the net cost of the medal would therefore be the 
difference between the teturns and the outlay. How large this net 
cost might be would depend ehiefly on the amount paid the artist.

Memorandum prepared by Mr. Eli Harvey, designer and sculptor of the 
Eagle Medal, respecting the feathers that pertain to the white- 


headed eagle of North America Haliaetus leucocephalus - 


There are ten long feathers, known as the primaries, that constitute 
the end of the wing, or pack to the joint that corresponds to the wrist 
in man. The remaining fifteen shorter feathers of the wing are the 
secondaries, that are not all visible unless the wing is spread as in 
flight. When the wing is being folded as in my design, the secondaries 
disappear by passing one over the other, and finally are enveloped by 
the primaries, so that the number remaining visible of the secondaries 
depend upon the extent the wing is folded or closed up. In order to 


adapt my design to the circle, but few of the secondaries remain visible.
